was interpreted by fiscal 
agents of several of the major fed­ 
eral agencies as a 
precautionary 
qualification, since most

feel that by January I, President 
Roosevelt will restore h alf if not all 
of tile present 15 per cent reduc­ 
tion. 
Point To Living Costs 
In support of this 
view, they
